SMALL-POX 1s epidemic in Stearns 
County, Minn., and the physicians of the 
State Board of Health are bending all their 
energies to confine it to districts now infected 
and to eventually root it out altogether. 
They encounter considerable difficulty on 
account of the ignorance of the inhabitants, 
who look on the disease as a visitation of 
Providence. 

Henry KinG, who murdered Michael 
Hugelin in Clinton Prison last July, was 
hanged at Plattsburg, N. Y., on the 4th.

Pryor, afarmer and stock- 
raiser, was killed in a saloon brawl at Web- 
ster, Ohio. 

A MOVEMENT is on foot among the 
leading millers of the country to shut down 
all operations for thirty days. It is claimed 
that wheat is now held at speculative prices, 
and also that the supply of flour on hand 
largely exceeds the demand, both of which 
wrongs, in the view of the millers, can be 
righted by the temporary suspension of 
milling operations. 

GOVERNOR CHURCHILL, of Arkan- 
gas, granted a reprieve in the cases of two 
colored murderers, Jackson and Hill, sen- 
tenced to be hanged at Hamburg, Jackson 
County, on the 22d ult. All preparations 
had been made for the execution, and a 
crowd sf several thousand persons, mostly 
colored, had gathered to witness the affair. 
Their disgust was so great at being cheated 
out of the ghastly spectacle, that many 
wanted to lynch the prisoners. 

JOHN F. KERRATT, formerly Assistant 
Postmaster at Little Rock, Ark., has been 
sentenced to thirty months’ imprisonment 
at hard labor at the Detroit House of Cor- 
rection, for embezzling nearly $3,000 in Gov- 
ernment funds. He made a written state- 
ment in the court-room acknowledging that 
he had stolen the money, but asserting that 
parties who had been instrumental in pros- 
ecuting him were equally guilty. The con- 
fession has produced a genuine sensation. 

PRESIDENT ARTHUR has designated 
November 24 as a day of national thanks- 
giving and prayer. 

PINKNEY M. KIn@, aged 20, has been 
convicted at Little Rock, Ark., of counter- 
feiting, and sentenced to two years’ im- 
prisonment at Detroit and to pay a fine of 
$1,000. 

THE trial of B. K. Scott, formerly 
Governor of South Carolina, for the murder 
of Warren G. Drury, a drug clerk, at Na- 
poleon, O., on Christmas morning last, re- 
sulted in a verdict of not guilty. On the 
morning of the killing Scott went to a store 
in which Drury was employed, in search of 
his son, who, in company with Drury, had 
passed the nightin a carousal, and had been 
taken by Drury and put to bed in a room 
over the store. Drury met Governor Scott 
in the store and attempted to dissuade him 
from going upstairs. The latter then shot 
Drury, killing him instantly. Governor 
Scott maintained that the shooting was acci- 
dental, and the Jury seems to have coincid- 
ed in this view. 

Cox. WATSON B. Smitu, Clerk of the 
U. S. Circuit Court, Omaha, was found dead 
outside his office door on the morning of the 
5th, with a bullet through his head. Col. 
Smith has been very prominent in enforcing 
the new liquor law, and the opinion is uni- 
versal that he was assassinated just as he 
was leaving his office. His body was cold 
when found. A citizens’ meeting was held 
and it was agreed to raise $10,000 to be used 
in hunting down the assassin. The great- 
Col. Smith was a 
quiet and highly esteemed citizen, and had 
been an officer of the United States Court 
for eight or nine years. He leaves a wife 
and six children. 

A. STEIN, & prominent figure in po- 
lice circles at Iowa City, Iowa, cut his wife’s 
throat, chopped up his mother-in-law, and 
killed himself by poison. Stein and his wife 
are dead, but the mother-in-law may recoy- 
er. Jealousy, insanity, and liquor are the 
cause. 

Tue Opera-house building at Joplin, 
Mo., burned on the night of the 5th. Two 
stores occupying the lower floor were de- 
stroyed with all their contents. Total loss 
about $50,000, partially insured. 

Enocu Emory, formerly editor of the 
Peoria (Ill.) Transcript, was stricken down 
on the 6th by an apoplectic stroke and not 
expected to live. 

Miss ELLA Jupp, aged 18 years, a 
popular and handsome young lady, of Mon- 
roe, Wis., was fatally burned by the explo- 
sion of a kerosene lamp. Her clothing was 
set on fire, and before assistance could reach 
her she was actually roasted by the flames. 

A pispatcH from Kankakee, II1., 
says: Ludwig Benke and Peter Kohner, 
laborers in the employ of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad bridge department, were car- 
ried over a dam on a flatboat and drowned.

in front of the mouth of a river. The 
long battle we had fought with the ice 
was now fairly won, and neither the en- 
gine nor the hull seemed to have suf- 
fered any appreciable damage from the 
terrible shocks and strains they had un- 
dergone. Going inland, along the left 
bank of the river, we found it much 
larger than it at first appeared to be. 
There was no snow left on the lowlands 
or any of the hills or mountains in sight, 
excepting the remnants of heavy drifts; 
nevertheless it was still about seventy-five 
yards wide, twelve feet — and was 
flowing on with a clear, stately current 
at a speed of about three miles an hour. 
While the snow is melting it must be at 
least two hundred yards wide and 
twenty feet deep, and its sources lie well 
back in the interior of the country. Not 
the slightest trace, however, could we 
find along the river, along the shore or 
on the bluff to the northeastward of the 
Jeannette party or of any human in- 
habitants. Aland more severely soli- 
tary.could hardly be found anywhere on 
the face of the globe.—John Muir, in 
the San Francisco Bulletin. * 


The Place Where Cats Can’t Live. 


Jim Townsend, of Lundy, has been 
making some experiments with an ordi- 
nary domestic cat.

All this while close watch was 
kept and every movement noted. At5 
o’clock in the afternoon the cat died of 
exhaustion.—Bodie (Cal.)

The T'wo Suits. 


Into which Two Governors Get Them- 
selves. 


Yesterday the Willimantic com- 
pany did some work against time iu 
which the old father was vanquished. 
One of the features of the day’s do- 
ings was to be the making of the 
two suits of clothes from the seed 
cotton. Bright and early a number 
of people went out to the grounds 
to see the process. A little after 
sunrise a few individuals on hand 
for the occasion, stepped into one 
of the patches on the grounds and 
almost in atwinkling the cotton was 
picked and ginned. At twenty min- 
utes to seven it started on its way 
entering first the Kitson picker; at 
7 o'clock it went to the Foss & Pe-| 
vey cards, thence to the railway 
head, built by the Lowell machine 
company. Then it rapidly found its 
way to the speeder built by the City 
machine company of Providence. 
From there it went to the Falls & 
Jenks frames, aud was soon what 
the observer was ready to pronouace 
thread. This was taken to a Crom- 
ton loom and the process of weav- 
ing commenced. The crowd that 
had watched the course vf the cot- 
ton as it passed from stage to tage 
grew until the aisles were blocked 
up. Everybody wanted to see the 
work going on. As soon as the 
‘cloth emerged trom the loom it was 
tikea to the dye-house of N. Spencer 
Thomas and dyed. As soon as it 
was dried it was taken to the Wheel- 
er & Wilson exhibit, where the suits 
were cnt out—one for Gov. Colquitt 
and one for Gov. Bigelow, The 
silk, which had been furnished by 
Cheney Brothers, and which was of 
American manufacture, was ready. 
Ibe making of the suits was com- 
menced. The cutting was done l-y 
Atlanta's favorite tailor, Mr. Grosse, 
whose taste and ability guaranteed 
perfection In his department of the 
work. ‘The button holes were made 
at the rate of two a minute by H. L. 
Phelps, of New York, on the Nation- 
al Machine Company’s button-hole 
machine. As the day closed the 
suits came completed from the hands 
of the tailors, and in the evening 
the Governors wore handsome black 
suits, made from cotton that at 
sunrise dangled, dew-gem med, fron: 
the stalks: So much for fast ma- 
chinery. —Allanta Constitution.

advises farmers, instead of burying their 
cabbages in the ground, thus running 
the risk of freezing, damage by mice 
and moles, or finding them half rotten 
when wanted for use, to pull up the 
' heads, shake off the earth well, pull off 
afew of the outside leaves and hang 
| them up in the cellar by twine tied to 
‘the stems and nails dtiven into the 
joists. The cellar, of course, must be 
well ventilated. 

—‘‘ Foul in the hoof’ is but another 
name for *‘contagious foot rot,’’ a disease 


‘common to cattle and sheep pastured in 


‘low, wet lands, or kept in wet, filthy 


on 


yards and stables. Remove the affect- 
ed animals to a dry yard by themselves, 


-and then wash out the discacod parts 
with strong warm suap suds, and pare 


away all diseased part; after which ap- 
ply chloride of zinc, one dram dissolved 
‘ina pint of water. After washing thor- 
/oughly with this solution two or three 
times a day for two days, smear over 
the sores with warm pine tar. In very 
bad cases it is well to apply a poultice 
for a day or two before using the other 
remedies. Keep the diseased animals 
out of the pasture or yard occupied by 
the healthy ones, because virus from the 
sores will be left on the ground and 
caught up by those with healthy feet, 
The disease is contagious.—N. Y. Sun. 
—All kinds of burns, including scalds 
-and sunburns, are almost immediately 
relieved by the application of a solution 
of soda to the burnt surface. It mustbe 
remembered that dry soda will not do 
unless surrounded with a cloth moist 
/enough to dissolve it. This method of 
sprinkling it on and covering it with a 
' wet cloth is often the best. dut it is 
sufficient to wash the wound repeatedly 
with strong solution. It would be wel 
'to keep a bottle of it always on hand, 
| made so strong that more or less settles 
on the bottom. This is what is called a 
saturated solution, and really such a so- 
lution as this is formed when the dry 
soda is put on and covered with a mois- 
,tened cloth. It is thought by some the 
pain of a burn is caused by the harden- 
|ing of the albumen of the flesh, which 
| presses on the nerves, and that the soda 
‘dissolves the albumen, and relieves the 
| nerves.—Llousekeeper.

| Preserving Autumn Leaves. 
| 
| 


| Last fall, writes a correspondent of 
the Ladies’ Floral Cabinet, was particu- 
larly rich in bright-colored leaves. I 
entered into the business of preserving 
them with great ardor, and have been 
well repaid for my trouble. All winter 
|my room was brilliant with their gay 
| colors, and they are still as beautiful as 
when I broke them from the trees. 

When pressed, leaves of a solid color 
do not have as striking an effect as those 
with green or yellow centers slightly 
|touched with crimson on the edges. 
| Young maple trees usually have brighter 
| foliage than those of maturer growth. 
Oak leaves, if sought early, are some- 
times found of great brilliancy, and 
these are particularly pretty because of 
their graceful form. 

Handsomer decorative effects are pro- 
duced with boughs or twigs than with 
detached leaves. Three or four grace- 
ful branches form a very handsome cor- 
nice for lace curtains, and there is no 
richer frame for a somber old engraving 
than a few sprays of many-colored 
maple leaves, or a cluster of graceful 
oak leaves. The boughs themselves 
form a pretty picture if tastefully 
eset and nailed against a white or 

elicately tinted wall. Quite * large 
boughs may be pressed between news- 

apers, two thicknesses of newspapers 

etween each bough. The papers must 
be changed every day for about ten 
days, or the leaves will mildew and lose 
all their brightness. Some people pre- 
fer coarse brown paper, as that need be 
changed only once in two days. 

After the leaves are dry, sprinkle 
them with resin and pass a hot iron 
over them. Be careful not to have the 
iron too hot, or the leaves will shrive} 
up. Resin gives a slight but very beau- 
tiful gloss to the leaves, and preserves 
them better than prepared varnish, lin- 
sced oil, parafline. and ice-water,
